Owing to lack of cooperation tbe Geo- 
logical Survey had to abandon the 
weekly reports ot by-product produc- 
tion early in the year, and has since 
been aole to -report•- only the produc-. 
tion in the'flrst quarter ot the year as 
a whole, this production having been 
5,321,600 tons. 


The recent annual statistical report 


of the American-Iron and Steel-In- 
stitute showed thai in 1917 the total 
consumption of coke by iron blast 
furnaces was,. 44,493,316 
net 
tons, 


against 44,431,905 tons In J916. From 
this- we1 compute, '.says .the "American 
Metal .Market, that 'the: . coke ' con- 
sumption per ton ot pig iron' by fur- 
naces using coke was 2,202 '"pounds 
•in 1916 and 2,354 pounds 
in 
1917. 


The .increase 
in consumption, no 


doubt reflected irregular • working of 
furnaces due to insufficient supplies 
of coke, also some deterioration in 
the quality of some.of the cokes made. 
In 1918 -there was no doubt a large 
increase In coke consumption on ac- 
count of such influences. 
After the 


armistice .conditions began their re- 
turn to normal. 


It- may not be out of. line to assume 


that coke consumption since January 
1 of this year has been in'the same 
proportion' as was shown'fdr~1917. 
"W"e 


estimate'.the production ' ot coke pig 
iron''(excluding anthracite and char-, 
coal Iron) at 13.300.000 gross tons, 
which at 2,35-i. pounds/ of coke pel- 
ton of pig iron would make 15,650,- 
000 net-tons of coke consumed. From 
this it may be estimated that the 
tolal coke including. that used for 
other purposes from iron smelting, 
.-was about 19.000.000 tons. The Geo- 
logical Survey having reported &,- 
480.904 tons of beehive coke produc- 
ed to'June 1, it. would appear that 
about-10,520,000 tons ' of by-product 
coke was produced. 
As the by-pro- 


duct output'in the first three months 
was reported at 5,320,000 tons, this 
would leave 5,200,000 tons as produc- 
ed : in. April and May, which. seems 
rather too miich. Perhaps the;coke 
consumption by blast furnaces, per 


ton of Iron, was somewhat smaller 
than just assumed, and possibly the 
consumption outside tbe blast furnace 
industry was abnormally small. 


Splitting up possible discrepancy, by 


assuming smaller coke consumption 
by blast furnaces and smaller coke 
consumption outside, one may guess 
that total coke production in the flrst 
five months of the year was 18,000,- 
000 tons, of which the blast furnaces 
used 35,200.000 tons.

the five months from less than 53 per 
cent by-product to more than 53 per 
cent by-product.
